Introduction: 


This  Draft  Standard  for  Trial  Use  contains  the  format  and  estabUshes  the  data  contents  of  the  Trading  Partner  Profile 
Transaction  Set  (838)  for  use  within  the  context  of  an  Electronic  Data  Interchange  (EDI)  environment.  This 
transaction  set  can  be  used  to  request,  change,  verify  or  transmit  business  profile  information  to  or  from  a  trading 
partner.  This  information  can  be  used  by  the  receiver  to  facilitate  the  processing  of  the  sender's  business 
transactions.  The  transaction  set  may  be  used  to  convey  goverrmrent  survey  information,  business  classification, 
general  survey  information,  summary  supplier  ratings,  changes  in  the  EDI  environment  information,  tax 
information,  entity  relationships,  and  general  business  profile  information  to  update  automated  information  data 
bases  between  trading  partners. 

Notes: 

1.  Use  this  transaction  set  to  acknowledge  the  successful  processing  of  a  previously  received  request  for  ^^^^ 
registration  as  a  Federal  Government  trading  partner. 

2.  Use  this  transaction  set  to  inform  a  registering  party  that  a  request  to  register  was  partially  processed.  When 
used  in  this  manner,  use  the  transaction  set  to  provide  the  reason(s)  why  the  request  could  not  be  fully  processed. 

3.  Successful  confirmation  will  be  determined  in  part,  only  upon  the  validation  of  the  registering  party's  DUNS 
and  TIN  numbers,  as  provided  in  the  838  contractor  registration  transaction  set. 

4.  Validation  of  registration  will  take  some  time,  therefore,  registering  parties  should  not  anticipate  an 
immediate  confirmation  of  successful  or  partial  registration.  Registrants  are  advised  to  wait  until  they  have 
received  an  official  response  from  the  registration  process. 

5.  Do  not  use  this  transaction  set  to  notify  a  registering  party  of  an  unsuccessful  registration.  Use  the  824 
transaction  set  to  notify  a  registrant  of  an  application  problem  that  precludes  a  successful  registration.
